35. The pharmacological agent of claim 33 wherein said amyloid disease for treatment is 
selected from the group of amyloid diseases associated with Alzheimer's disease, Down's 
syndrome, hereditary cerebral hemorrhage with amyloidosis of the Dutch type, the amyloidosis 
associated with type II diabetes, the amyloidosis associated with chronic inflammation, various 
forms of malignancy and Familial Mediterranean Fever, the amyloidosis associated with multiple 
myeloma and other B-cell dyscrasias, the amyloidosis associated with the prion diseases including 
Creutzfeldt-Jakob disease, Gerstmann-Straussler syndrome, kuru and animal scrapie, the 
amyloidosis associated with long-term hemodialysis and carpal tunnel syndrome, and the 
amyloidosis associated with endocrine tumors such as medullary carcinoma of the thyroid, and the 
alpha-synuclein associated diseas es including is selected from Parkinson's disease and Lewy body 
disease. 
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
